An Army of Americans Marches the Streets 


of Now York and Salutes the Tomb at 


Riverside—Speech by the 


President. 


LaHl, Tuesday, the seventy-fifth anui- 


| veiiiary of General Ulys^oa S. Grant's 
birth, hia new tomb and monument in 
Hiversicla Park, New 1'ork City, were 
dedicated with ceremonies tliat equaled 
in splendor the gteat expectations which 
had been formed of them. 


It is estimated UiatfiO.OOO persons took 


part in the land parade. 
The number of 


speclatoiB along the line of inarch is es- 
timated at 1.000000. 


The naval parade waion a scale seldom 


before attempted in this country. 


President ACcKinley, in an address at 


the tomb, bestowed great praise upon 
Grant for his homely virtues, as well ab 
for those whiuh attracted greater public 
attention. 


The weather was fair, the temperature 


being Sow enough to be chilly. It was 
dusty and not favorable for marching, 


JC'aboiale decorations adorned the 


stands and buildings along the route of 
the land parade. A favorite decoration 
was a whit« (lag, bearing a picture of 
Grant and bis famous words, * Let us 
Have Peace." 


Many comparisons were made between 


the great popular demonstration on this 
occasion and the one which marked the 
removal of the first N.ipoleon's body to 
its tomb in Paris. 


Addresses at the tomb were made by 


President McKinley, Gen. Horace Porter 
and Mayor William L Strong, of JSTew 
York President McKiuley said in part: 


"Fellow-citizens: A great life, dedi- 


cated to the welfare of the nation, here 
finds its earthly coronation. Even if this 
day lacked the impressivenPss of cere- 
mony and was devoid of pageantry, it 
would si ill be memorable, because it is 
fie anniversary of the birth of one ot the 
most famous and best beloved of; Amer- 
ican soldiers. 


"Architecture has paid high tiibute to 


the leaders of mankind, but never was a 
memorial more worthily bestowed or 
more gratefully accepted by a free people 
than the beautiful structure before which 
we ni'e gathered. 


"In making the successful completion 


of this work we have as witnesses aud 
participants 
representatives 
of 
all 


the tomb and Monument to Mayor 
Strong, who accepted them on behalf of 
the city of New York., There was also 
instrumental music, with singing by a 
chorus under the direction of Prank 
Datnrosch, by the People's Choral Union 
and by the Oratorio Society of New 
York. The musical programme includ- 
ed "The Star-Spauglrd Banner," the 
hymn "America" and selections from 
Ilandel and Wagner.

After the journal is read, the 
Speaker says, "Without oly'pction the 
journal will stand approved," and the 
real business of the day begins. 


If there are any Executive communi- 


cations, that is, from the President or 
departments, the Speaker then presents 
and refers them to the appropriate com- 
mittees.

They march 
up the iiiales, occupying the chair of 
some member, and read the Cuiiyretiion- 
al Record, which is always placed on 
flies beneath the desks. There is a pe- 
culiar satisfaction upon their faces as 
they loll in the easy chairs and assume 
the airs of statesmen. Indeed", one of 
them, whom the employes facetiously 
call "the jack of clubs," chided a guide 
the other day because he did not point 
him out to visitors as one of the members 
of the House. 


Careless members frequently 
leave 


pads of ifouse paper upon their di-sbs. 
Thnje are seized with avidity by the 
early habitue. He finds a pen and writes 
a letter to some far-away acquaintance. 
Visitors imagine that he is a member 
writing to his constituents, and this 
gratifies his vauity. 


At 0 o'clock the pages of Ihe House 


are required to be present. 
They place 


the J?econ7s upon the file of each Repre- 
sentative, and see that the inkstands are 
fllled. This is done under the supervi- 
sion of the chief page. At 10 o'clock 
there is a roll call of the pages in the 
Speaker's lobby. They fall ui line like 
soldiers and answer the roll call 
Here, 


if necessary, they receive special instruc- 
tions as to their duties during the day. 


Meantime members of the House begin 


to appear. They hang their hats and 
overcoats in the clock room, and assort 
their morning mail at their d^sks. Some 
bring their secretaries and i..-tate re- 
plies. These are usually members from 
a distance. Such members are never in 
terrupted by visits from constituents. 
Representatives 
from 
Pennsylvania, 


"Virginia and Xesv Yoik and other near- 
by States are not addicted to this habit. 
Thfir constitueuta would overwhelm 
them, and they would fiud it difficult to 
dictate replies to their correspondents. 


By 10 o'clock there are many visitors 


upon the tlaor. The hum of conversa- 
tion increases as 11 o'clock approaches. 
Groups of ladies and gentlemen, under 
the direction of the guides, throng the 
lobby, gazing at the portraits of the past 
Speakers of the House, and gather with 
curiosity around the maps indicating the 
temperature in every State aud Terri- 
tory in the Union. At a gUnce they 
can jiscertain whether it is raiuing or 
snowing at their homes, or whether the 
sun is shining. At a quarter to 12 the 
floor of the House in crowded with visi- 
tors. The assistant door-keeper appears 
at the desk of the Clerk of the House 
and in a shrill voice says : 


"I am directed by the Doorkeeper to 


ask all persons not entitled to the privi- 
leges of the floor to immediately retire, 
as the rules of the House require the 
same." 


This request is usually promptly heed- 


ed. Those disposed to linger upon the 
floor are approached by messengers, who 
shout: "It is time to clear the Hoor. 
All visitors must retire." Many of them 
seek the galleries to see the opening of 
the day's session. 


At live minutes to 12 the blind chap- 


lain, Henry N. Couden, who wears a 
Grand Army button, is led to the Clerk's 
desk by a page. 
He was a soldier in a 


Michigan regiment and lost his sight in 
the war. An assistant sergeant-at-arms 
comes through the east lobby door with 
the mace and places it by the side of a 
malachite pedestal. 
It leans against the 


wall at the right of the steps leading to 
the Speaker's desk. 
Meantime the 


Speaker remains in his room adjoining 
the lobby. Here members gather around 
him seeking promises of recognition, and 
asking his aid in securing the considera- 
tion of bills. 


Two minutes later the veteran John 


Chancey leaves the hall by the west lobby 
door. Going through the Ble room, he 
ascends to the roof, carrying an Ameri- 
can flag adorned with forty-live stars 
He ties it to the halyards of the fl igstaff 
above the House, and gazes intently to- 
ward the State, War and Navy building. 
The time ball drops there at the noon 
hour, and Chancey, "-ith bared head, as 
be hears the sound of the gavel in the 
House, palls the halyards, and the flag 
floats above the south wing, announcing 
to all that the House is in session. 


The Speaker has already left his room. 


He walks through the lobby, entering 
the House by the southeast door, and 
slowly ascends the steps leading to his 
chair. Hia clerk has preceded him, and 
placed his gavel upon the desk. The 
Speaker grasps it, raises it above hia head 
aud gives the desk a sharp rap. The 
ringing of a bell and the hoarse noon 
whistle of a South Washington lumber 
mill is heard. 
With the crash of the 


gavel come the worda, clear, slow and 
distinct, "The House will be in order." 
At this the assistant sergeant-at-arms 
raises "the great silver mace from the 
floor to its place on the pedestal. The 
Speaker surveys the House for thirty 


appeared in the area fronting the Speak- 
er. Aa this last communication is tefur- 
red, all shout at onc<<, "Mr. Speaker," 
each holding a bill above ins bend. 
All 


are seeking recognition to ask unani- 
mous consent for the consideration of 
bills or resolutions. The average spec- 
tator fancies that these recognitions are 
given upon the spur of the moment 
This however, is not so. Tliu recogni- 
tions are always prearranged with the 
Speaker. It takes new members soint- 
time to ascertain this, but when they 
have vainly sought recognition day altar 
day far a month or more, they begin to 
learn how business is done. 


Tbpse recognitions continue until some 


member slsouis for the regular order, it 
may be unfinished business, or privileged 
matters may come to the front. 
What- 


ever is taken up is -sure to lead to a dis- 
cussion.

House begin lo write letters or road 
newspftpers 
When a debate ensues, 


they stop writing and listen tor a minute 
to the orator. If it concerns something 
in which they are interested, the,y move 
near him aud possibly paitir;ip,i.Ui iu the 
discussion. II not, they leauttie answers 
to correspondents aud the reading of 
their newspapers. 


A vote of the House always attract 


atteution. Members listen lor the t:ai 
ing of the names, and frequently lose t 
run of the call while in convet'Hatio 
with their colleagues.

"Mr. Speaker, I desire to vote."

MEMORIAL BAY. 


The bill to so amend the Holiday law 


as to provide that Memorial day falling 
on a Sunday shall be observed on the 
day after, as is the law iu other States, 
has passed the House, and will probably 
pass the Senate with equal promptitude; 
but it is understood that in the event of 
its final passage before Memorial day 
the Governor will be asked to withhold 
bis signature until after that day shall 
have passed, so that the arrangements 
made by the various Grand Army Posts 
for the celebiation of the day on Satui- 
day. May 29, may not be interfered with. 
It would certainly be regrettable, says 
the Phila. Itecord, if the bungling which 
has thus far attended the observance of 
this holiday should be continued; and 
there will probably be no objection to 
the expedient proposed for averting cou- 
fusiou in the matter. But this law 
ought to be amended as speedily as pos- 
sible, not only in deference to the veishes 
of the veterans, but upon public grounds. 
Memorial day is a national holiday or it 
is nothing; aud the sooner it shall be 
given that character iu point of fact as 
well as iu point of law the better it will 
be for the observance of the day and for 
the efficacy of the moral lemons which it 
was meant to inculcate.

Senator William H. Andrews, in hip 


capacity as chairman of the Senatorial 
committee which has been probing Phila- 
delphia's municipal affairs, off and on, 
during the last two years, is iu trouble. 
Senator John C. Grady, of Philadelphia, 
one of the six members of that committee, 
is the cause of it. Mr. Grady refuses to 
sign the committee's leport, which would 
have been presented to the Senate some 
time ago had it not lacked that important 
signature. 


When Mr. Andrews left Harrisburg last 


week he professed confidence that Mr. 
Grady would sign the report in time to 
allow its publication iu the newspapers 
last Friday morning. But he finds Sena- 
tor Grady unyielding. So Senator An- 
drews announces another postponement. 


Mr. Andrews realizes that the lack of 


Mr. Grady's signature would be a shock 
to Quay reform, and give high encourage- 
ment to Frank Willing Leach, Ed A. Van 
Valkeaburg aud the Seventy-six in their 
proclaimed purpose to defeat the anticipat- 
ed bill of about $48,000 for the expenses 
of tho Investigating Committee. 


The treatment of Representatives Kea- 
tor's Ballot Reform bill in the House last 
Thursday presages its defeat. 
At the 


morning session the House voted down his 
motion to take up the bill. When in the 
nfternoon he moved to reconsider that ac- 
tion the chief Quay spokesman, Mr. Lytle, 
hotly assailed the bill as a thing calculated 
to cut down and wipe out Republican 
majorities by prohibiting straight ticket 
voting through marking the circle at the 
top, 
and thus encouraging independent 


voting. 


liy a vote of 75 to 62 the bill then passed 


second reading ; but unless the most pow- 
erful influence iu both Republican factions 
fhAll be determinedly exercised the bill 
will be defeated on third reading, about a 
week hence.

Kentucky's New Senator. 


William J. 
Deboe, Republican, 
\vaa 


elected by the Legislature, United States 
Senator to succeed Blackburn. This re- 
sult, was reached on the one hundred and 
twelfth ballot since the contest was begun.

Discussion ot'tllc Tariff. 


The fifteenth of May is the 
day on 


which it is expected that the tariff bill 
wilt be taken up in the Senate for serious 
consideration. It will be reported to the 
Finance Committee by the Republican 
sub-committee which has been revising 
it this week, and perhaps on Monday, and 
will not be kept in the finance committee 
until the; fifteenth, but it will be promptly 
reported, with the understanding, how- 
ever, that it shull not be brought up for 
consideration in the Senate before the 
following week. 


MAY 1XCKEASE THE IJEEH TAX. 


It is very probable that the Secretary of 


the Treasury soon will recommend to Con- 
gress a material reduction on the internal 
revenue tax on distilled spirits and an in- 
crease in the tax on beer. This action 
will be taken on the ground that the pres- 
ent tax of $1,10 per gallon is above the 
revenue-producing point. 


Some days ago, Senator Cullom intro- 


duced a resolution which was adopted, 
calling upon the Secretary for his views 
on the subject, and the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue has now in preparation 
a repot t to the Secretary covering the 
facts involved. 


This report will show that since the in- 


crease of tbe tax on spirits from 90 cents 
to $1.10 a gallon illicit distilling has in- 
creased to a point almost, if not quite, 
beyond control. This is the case particu- 
"arly in the mountainous districts in the 
South. Recently evidence has been ob- 
tained of the extension of illicit distilling 
into the North. A xbort time ago, a large 
quantity of illicit whiskey was captured 
in Montanna, and an investigation dis- 
closed the fact that it was manufactured 
in Nebraska. 


That it is rapidly increasing and extend- 


ing in many directions, internal revenue 
officers say, is beyond doubt, and with 
only the $50,000 appropriated by Congress 
for the detection and suppression of illicit 
distilling the Internal Revenue Burea is 
almost helpless to stem the tide.

When he ted his 
herd in that way, having sold his hav, 
l-.e found that nearly every call' went off 
in scour when about three or four days 
i .a, and he therefore came to the cou- 
cmsion that it would bo well to try a 
e.iiuij;e of diet.

The roomy old garrets of our 
diilJUood, with their luvender-xCAiiUli) 
chests, are no mnre; evpn theaiiy olil 
wardrobes that could be opened to (.lie 
air fi'.d Sunshine have given place to the 
dark and stufly little storerooms, and 
short vruoks are used instead oC the long 
oakpu chests which permitted a gown ot 
cont to lest witliout doubling up and be- 
ioa badly creased, 


Tbu closets in which tbe clotliee are 


to be stoied should receive attention 
now. Eveiy article should be removed 
from them, the walls either wbiteivafabed 
Ji' k,;isou.ined and tui pen line lubbbd in- 
to the woodwork. No caipet should be 
left on the floor, for this bieeds moths 
very quickly. If there are two or three 
shelves they should be cohered with 
newspapers, and the winter clothing 
planed upon them also wrapped in news- 
pjip'.-rB. Pi inters' ink is poisonous to the 
ilenf ructive little insect. 


All the woolen clothing should be put 


oul on the clothes line in the sunshine 
for K couple of hours. First they should 
be whipped free from duat and all the 
pockets turned inside out and well 
uiushed with a whixk brooru. 
Aftei- 


vvard a small piece of camphor should be 
put iu each pocket. The dress skirts 
•ihoiild be turned inside out, folded as 
neatly as possible, placed iu a pile with a 
paper between each one, and then secure- 
ly wrapped in paper aud pinned so as to 
leave no smallest opening tor tlie en- 
trance ot a moth. 


The ovei coats should be folded length- 


wise. Put a piece of uflwspiijM'r in each 
^leeve, lay tiie coat on a (Lit bed or table., 
:ind fold it tour-fold, so Unit the edpes 
will come even with- the center se.im ; 
place the sleeves over eacli bieust, taking 
caie that the shoulders aie not, wrinkled; 
then wiap the whole coat, in several 
layers of newspapers. 


Vests aie very easily folded, but 


trousers are even more diflicult than a 
*:oat. Where a housekeeper has many 
sraimente to store each season it will be 
well for her to Uke a few lessons in 
folding from a tailor. 


Clothing packed m a trunk should be 


well spiiukled with camphor. If the 
tiunk is old a new lining of aewspapeis 
will often act as a preventativo against 
moths 


Families livmg in flats, or in houses 


with limited closet room, should, if pos- 
sible, provide themselves with two or 
three long oaken chests. These can be 
uiade at leasonatilo prices by any carpen- 
ter, and as they may be covered and 
used as ottomans they need not take up 
.is much loom as an ordmaiy trunk. 
Ueclar chests are still more desirable, as 
it is asserted that the wood itself is a 
good preventive of moths. If these arc 
beyond one's reach the less costly oaken 
chests, well made and well lined with 
uewtpap rs, will otten serve the pur- 
pose quite as well. It is of liist impor- 
tance in every case to see that each gar- 
ment is thoioughly cleaned before it is 
atoied.

Four men were killed last week in box-

It would not interfere with the proper 
cultivation of the manly art of self-de- 
fense, but it would halt the ambition of 
the men who, when they acquire some 
knowledge of boxing, imagine that they 
are prize-winners and want to exhibit 
themselves before the multitude. 


There is no excuse whatever for public 


exhibitions of boxing matches. 
They 


have gradually degenerated into all the 
brutality of the prize ring, tempered only 
by the less harmful glove that is suppos- 
ed to be used. Four deaths in one week 
clearly demonstrate that these exhibi- 
tions are brutal, and tbat they cannot be 
made otherwise if they are permitted at 
all. Let them be positively prohibited 
by law, aud let Pennsylvania take the 
lead.—Phila, Times.
